Tbk feelings of a people, like the fash- 
ions, move in a circle; the mode is somes 
times for short waists, sometimes long 
waists; sometimes with sleeves, vrhen 
each contaia the ooDtents of a feather 
pillow, sometimes with no sleeves at all. 
Tbe gradations from one extreme to the 
other go through a vast onmber of modi» 
fications in style and color, but tbe trana 
sition is nevertheless accomplished, and 
80 with a ciockliko motiou, we go on 
a^e after age luugbiug at our immediate 
predecessors, in what wo suppose a ridicu- 
lous costume, and aping the Tery absurdi« 
ties ourselves that had been laughed at a 
hundred years before. So it is with the 
popular sentiment; from the Bickcriing 
cruelty of the b'rench revolution to the 
naaudlin sentimentality that would estab- 
lish an institution for cats of Qdvuiiced 
ago, wo travel with the precision of a 
geometrical figure, until we have reached 
the limit of the distance decreed by 
nature, and then wo rcsnmo the returning 
tendency. We are led to think, from 
this view of human affairs, that havini; 
attaiued to the cstreme of human frailty 
in our gushing aQ'ection for all sorts of 
Btapidilies, we are surely on the turn to^ 
wards the other extreme, lu England 
they have gone through quite a time of 
this weak folly; Ritnalism with all its 
mammeries has done much to bring the 
pnblic feeling to its favorable contemplu- 
tion of tbe disestablishment of the Irish 
Church; an overdose of traots, scripture 
readers, midnight meetings, street prcach« 
ing, etc., has given strength to the pres- 
ent agitation for the opening of places of 
poblic amosement on Sundays. The 
morbid sentimentality so boontifnlly 
poured out upon a sot of incorrigible 
convicts, who, to please the pnblic taste, 
pat on a hypocritical cast of countenance, 
sing hymns and delight feebleminded 
people with pretended repentance for past 
misdeeds and row the adoption of an 
amended life for the future; for this the 
rascals secure food and treatment in 
prison at the national expense(lhat would 
hare gladdened the hearts of threefourths 
of the poor working classes outside), anj 
a remisfion of their sontonoos, admit- 
ting of a speody return to the practice 
of all their previous crime. The pub'- 
Ho attention has been called to tho fact 
that tho groat majority of iho most 
inveterate criminals arc liokot-of- 
leavo mon, and wo should not bo sur- 
priood if a revulsion of public 8onti~ 
ment brought us back to tho days of 
wholesale public executions, or drove 
the peaceable inhabitants oi JDn^land 
to the summary process of Judge 
Lynch. To show the evil of such ill 
advised interierence with the proper 
ooarse of Law, we may inatanoe tbe 
premature liberation oi the Fenians 
io Ireland, who no sooner enjoy 
the clemency of tbe state by obtains 
ing their liberty, than they denoance 
everything connected with goverameut 
and pnblio order, and boldly assert 
their determination to continue their 
incitementB to rebellion. It would not 
bo an extraordinary result of this ill. 
advised course of iho English Govern- 
monl if theso public postB created an- 
other diBturbanco, and c;iU8ed iho ex- 
pondituro of largo sunm drawn from 
the pockets ol poacoablo, law-abiding 
citizens and iho loss of many valuable 
lives. As it is, agrarian outragOB i»re 
again on the increase and several 
worthy mon have fallen escrificoa lo 
to the rifles of these hedgexcrc{'i)ing 
murderers. All this points to a period 
fast approaching when this iusuno 
trifling with jastioe and insult to coni> 
mon sense will be swallowed up in 
tbe vorte.x of public turmoil ; when tho 
patient, downtrodden classes of indus- 
trioasmen and women, now neglected 
and allowed to starve to death, that 
Tile oriminalB may be pampered and 
fed at their ezpenso, will declare tbemi 
■elves and liquidate tho terrible rockoa- 
ing that theorists have created. It is 
Buch nonsense as this that ozposed us 
to the massacre of tho peopio on board 
tbe John Bright, and that may loud 
to oven more terrible scenes if the 
proper course is nob adopted. The 
roourrenoo ol such orimos is only 
to bo avoided l)y tho infliolion of a 
swift and euro retribution. Human 
nature, as it isto-duy, is vory much 
what it was a hundred yoara ago ; tho 
only dill'cronco being that modern onn 
lightenraeuL has improved both ciiuiinal 
and logidlator ; tho former exercising 
more art in tbe pursuit of his orimos, 
and tbe latter, moreingennlty in pro- 
Tiding means for their provoutlon.

Edwards, tho man that got so much 
out of the Ovorend Qnrnoy peopio, has- 
lost his berth in the Bankruptcy Co urt 
Of course, that was to bo expected, but 
he bad amassed so much plunder from 
the clever way in which be tamed his 
position to account, that he could well 
afford to make way fur an honester man. 
The Reform League has taken up the 
Fenians, being oat of any other materia! 
to operate upon; there are the Londo 
footpads and ticket of leave men that 
deserve their favorable consideration. 
The men of some localities are sometimes 
more lucky than their oeighbors, as the 
ucoupunt of a particslar chair at a card 
table is sometimes more luoky than his 
co-players.
